HERE is an old rabbinic 
dictum which says: “It is a 


solemn duty to obey the 
behest of a dying man.” Our 
literature records countless last 
testaments left by parents to 
children. These were not legacies 
containing material wealth but 


instructions and directives to con- 


duct. They are called ethical wills. 
The practice is doubtless. very 


ancient and is traceable to Biblical 
times. Scripture records how the 
patriarchs gave instructions to their 
sons before their death. This week's 
Sidra records the messages. which 
Jacob conveyed. to his sons on his 


deathbed. 


We normally refer to these mes- 


Sages as the “blessings of Jacob.” 


They were, however, not blessings 
in the. generally accepted sense of 
that term. 
qualities of his sons and the effects 
which they were likely to have on 
each of them. 

In this context attention should 
be drawn to that part of the death- 
bed scene which involved Joseph 
and his. sons.. Joseph, it. will be 


remembered, heard that his father 


was ill and came to visit him, bring- 
ing his two sons with him. He 
found that his. father was dying and 


‘eagerly awaited his father’s bless- 


ing. The passage records that Jacob 


blessed his son Joseph in. the fol- 
Jowing words:. “The God. before 
whom fathers. Abraham: and

and apprenticing, so that increasing 
numbers of the Board’s clierits were 
able ‘to become .. self-supporting. 
Towards the end of the last: cen- 
-tury, the. housing and. Sanitary 
conditions of the Jewish poor of 
the East End became-an important 
concern, The Board's campaign 
in’ these spheres preceded the 
special machinery: which has since 
been set up by the State itself— 
an excellent example of a voluntary 
organisation being a. pioneer jin 
social service... Later, it undertook 
special responsibilities. in the. pro- 
vision. of convalescent. homes and 
of homes and hostels for the aged; 
children, and others in special need. 


Today, the Board has become a. 


welfare organisation in: the. fullest 
sense and its work ‘covers .an 
immense field of social endeavour. 
It. is altogether wrong to suppose 
that the introduction of the Welfare 
State in this country means: that. 
voluntary. organisations such as the 


Board are no longer required. On. 


the contrary, the need for voluntary 
effort in the field of social service 
remains no less vital than. before. 
No State machinery can. provide 
the personal touch which is essen- 
“tial in welfare” work “as” distinct 
from mere money-giving, and 
which can fill in the gaps and 
provide extra comfort for those in 
trouble. .And from the Jewish 
standpoint, it.is the religious motive 
of rachmanut, with its warm human 
sympathy, which makes the 
difference for the generous bene- 
factors and the needy beneficiaries 
who are alike blessed in this expres- 
sion of Jewish fellowship. 

The Board now operates a com- 
prehensive network of — welfare 
services covering the contemporary 
needs of the community.’ With this 
development of its: work, it could 
clearly no longer function ‘efficiently 
from premises which were unsuit- 
able in both their design and their 
Situation for the © present-day 
requirements. of London Jewry. 
The rémoval of the Board’s head- 
quarters to Charlotte Street should

Resurgence of French

INCE Napoleonic days; when’ history and a. new. awareness. of 


as a result of the French Revo- 


lution a new era of emancipa-— 
tion dawned for European Jewry, 


assimilation has bitten deeply into 
the body of the Jewish community 
in France. In fact, the very prin- 
ciples of the Declaration of. the 
Rights of 
equality to Jews and thus opened 
the gates of many ghettoes outside 
France, carried ‘with them the seeds 
of assimilation. 


the children of Israel, considered 
their. emancipation, which. his 
armies carried to many: lands, as a 
first step towards their complete 
disappearance asa separate people. 
He wanted them to merge with the 


nations in whose lands they dwelt. 


Refugee Settlement 


But, fortunately, there were many 
forces steadily and 
working against this process. The 
tree and liberal atmosphere which 
continued to prevail in France even 
after the Congress of Vienna made 


it possible for large numbers of 


political refugees to find asylum in 
Paris, and Jews, too, flocked to 
France considerable numbers 
from the persecution and hard- 
Ships and the legal disabilities to 
whie! subjected” in 
lsarist Russia and Russian Poland. 
The number of Jews seeking 
refuge in France grew to even 
larger proportions in the. twentieth 
century. Initially, the pogroms 
which drove hundreds of thousands 
Of persons to seek new homes in 
the United States. also brought 
large numbers to France. But this 


influx increased tenfold after the 


Bolshevik Revolution, and to the 


credit of France all the refugees 
were given facilities to settle and 


build their homes anew. 3 

_ In addition to influencing French 
industrial and business life, these 
hewcomers, from strongly Ortho- 


dox Jewish centres, constituted a 


Powerful antidote to assimilation. 
They brought an intense Jewish 
consciousness which gradually 
found its way into the homes of 
French-born Jews, infusing them 


With a fresh interest jn Jewish 


Man, which brought 


Napoleon himself, 
cherished. little sympathy. for

Today there are many new and 
highly effective forces, some work-

The influx of thousands—one 
estimate is between 50,000 and 
60,000—of North African Jews 
who flocked into France after the 
last war, 3s also contributing 
towards strengthening Jewishness 
in many French towns.

tend to concentrate in one 
district, where they have estab- 


lished their own synagogues and 
prayer houses, and lead a life of 
strict Orthodoxy.

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THE BOARD OF 
GUARDIANS 


ON Monday next the Home 
Secretary, Mr. R. A. Butler, M.P., 
will officially open the new 
premises. of the London Jewish 
Board of Guardians in Charlotte 
Street, W.1. This occasion is a 
landmark in the history of Anglo- 


- Jewry’s most important charitable | 


organisation. The former offices 


_in the familiar red-brick buildimg in 


Middlesex Street (better known, 
perhaps, as Petticoat Lane), in the 
East. End, were vacated fast 
October, when the. Board’s work 
was transferred to the new building 
in West London specially designed 
and erected for its. purpose... For 
well-nigh a century—the Board will 
_ be celebrating its centenary in 1959 
-—its headquarters have been in the 
East End, which was the original 
centre of Jewish life in the Metro- 
polis. The changed conditions of 
social life in the Jewish and general 


communities have now made this 


removal essential for the successful 
continuance of its work. 
was in March, 1859, that 
representatives of the three con- 
joint. City congregations—the 
_ Great, the Hambro, and the New 
Synagogues—met to establish the 
Board. Previous to its foundation, 
the system. of relieving the needs 


of the Jewish poor could hardly 


-. be dignified by the name of a 
system at.all. Charity was admini-. 
stered by means of doles distributed 
through the three synagogues, with 
a complete lack of investigation 


and with all its demoralising ten-.

concern. The Board’s campaign

- welfare organisation in the fullest 
sense and its work covers an 
immense field of social endeavour. 
It is altogether wrong to suppose 
that the introduction of the Welfare 
State in this country means that 


voluntary organisations such as the 
Board are no longer required. On. 


_ the contrary, the need for voluntary 
effort in the field: of social service 
remains no less vital than before. 
No State machinery can provide 
_.the..personal touch which is essen- 
tial in welfare work as distinct 
from mere money-giving, and 
which can fill in the gaps and 
provide extra comfort for those in 
trouble. And from the Jewish 
- Standpoint, it is the religious motive 
of rachmanut, with its warm human. 
sympathy, which makes all the 
difference for the generous bene- 
factors and the needy beneficiaries 
who are alike blessed in this expres- 


sion of Jewish fellowship. 


The Board now operates a com- 

_ prehensive. network . of welfare 
services covering the contemporary 

needs of the community. With this 
development of its work, it could 
_Clearlyno longer function efficiently 
from premises which were unsuit- 
able in both their design and their 
situation for the present-day 
Fequirements of London Jewry.

BIBLE READERS’ UNION 
Bulletin Again Available 


To the Editor of Tat Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—I-am happy to report for the 
information of your readers that the 
Bulletin of the Bible Readers’ Union, 
which was last issued in March, 1949, 
is now again available. During the 
intervening years we kept in. contact 
with our members through your 
columns, and as a result we received 
communications from all parts of the 
world in which THE 
CHRONICLE circulates, One of those 
letters, from Parur in South India, is 
printed in the present number of the 
Bulletin. 

This. new sender of the Bulletin 
has been designedly published this 
week, on January 2, 1958, which 
corresponds with the tenth of Tebet 
in the Jewish calendar. On May 14, 
1948, nearly ten years ago, the State 
of Israel was founded in the face of 
a hostile world. On the tenth day 
‘of the tenth month (Tebet) more than 
two thousand five hundred years ago, 
the prophet Ezekiel was commanded: 

“Son of man, write for yourself pe 
name of this day, this very day; or 
this very day the King of Bebyden 
laid siege to Jerusalem.” It -was. the 
beginning. of the end. The Kingdom 
of Judah perished in the flames of 
the First 
B.c.e. The Jews who returned half 
a century later had learned the lesson 
of exile, and made the Torah the 
basis of the constitution of the Second 
Jewish Commonwealth. They worked 
so well that. a second exile lasting 
‘nearly two thousand years and 

stretching over the area of the whole 

‘world could not destroy the unity of 
the Jewish people, based on the 
Torah, tn their homelessness. | 
- The return of the Jewish pecple to 
their ancient homeland and the 
rebirth of the State of’ Israel is the 
fulfilment of prophecy, and, happen- 
ing in our day, it is providential. For

The philatelic world is astonished 
at the unprecedented total being 
realised at auction for the collection 
of stamps formed by the late Alfred 
H. Caspary. The 
colkection 4s 
being disposed 
Harmer, Inc., in 
16 sales, all but 
one of. which 
take place in 
New York; they 

in. 1955 A‘ Moldavian Bull” 
and are due tc. 
end next year. The total realised by 


the erld of the eleventh sale, which 


took place between November 18 
and 21, was $2,282,645 (about 
£815,000), easily a world record for. 
stamps, 
Insistence on perfect condition by 
the late owner, a lesson which every. 
stamp collector can well take to 
heart, is the reason for the high prices 


realised. It is true that Mr. Caspary 
had almost unlimited funds at his 
disposal, but had he not. been. so 


fastidious in making his purchases the 
collection. might have fetched 


jess. than it cost. 


“Several well-known Jewisn phila- 
telists were among the purchasers at 
the most recent sale devoted to issues 
of: European ‘countries. Dr... Paul 
Wolf. the London = dealer: in. classic

looking ‘issues, Known to collectors 
as .“ Moldavian Bulls,” were  pfo- 
duced with handstamps at Jassy in 
1858.
